aud the consequence was. thai loo oflen Ibe 
literati met a violent death, at the bauds of 
Ibe populace, for presuming to announce Ihe 
tnost important discoveries. Secrates was con- 
demned for teaching tbe Athenian youth 
vjrtue and the immortality of Ibe soul ; Galileo 
for inventing an instrument lo fiew tho 
Heavenly bodies, while Dr. Fousl was ac- 
cused of bating a league with the devil in 
pn'nliu;/ the Bible. Profe&sor Harcey, the dis- 

1 corerer of Ibe lirculilion of Ibe blood, died in 

poverty, a victim of science and prejudice, 
while IV. leaner, who is entitled lo tbe grat- 
itude of mankind more than any other bene* 
factor, was rewarded for Ins discovery of 
vaccination bv being placed in Ihe stocks and 
pelted by the mob, with rotten eg»s — to mix 
brute matter wilh Christian blood wasconsid- 
-•red impious. 

Thus you see that while Education gives 
power to the professions it docs not always 
a fiord security. I/Cl the masses b? ns highly 
educated as the professions and then real merit 

will be npprecialcd aud suitably rewarded, 
while ignorant pretenders would be forced lo 
woik or starve.
